Michigan Department of 
Health and Human Services 
(MDHHS) officials today pro- 
vided additional information 
about COVID-19 vaccination 
plans for Michigan, includ- 
ing priority groups for vacci- 
nation administration, the 
vaccine development and 
safety process and where 
Michiganders can find more 
details. 

AUS. Food and Drug Ad- 
ministration advisory panel 
has recommended approval 
for one of the vaccines that 
could be ready for distribu- 
tion as early as next week. 
Gov. Gretchen Whitmer also 
signed Executive Order 2020- 
193, creating the bipartisan 
Protect Michigan Commis- 
sion to help educate Michi- 
ganders about an approved 
vaccine. Michigan health of- 
ficials have set a goal of vac- 
cinating 70% of 
Michiganders 18 years of 
age or older, about 5.4 mil- 
lion adults, by the end of 
2021. 

“The COVID-19 vaccine 
will help all our communi- 
ties eliminate the virus,” 
said Dr. Joneigh Khaldun, 
MDHHS chief medical exec- 
utive and chief deputy for 
health. “Because initial allo- 
cations of vaccine will be 
limited, we must prioritize 
how the vaccine will be dis- 
tributed across the state and 
will use the guidance and 
principles outlined by the 
CDC and national experts. 
We want every adult to be 
planning now for how they 
will get their vaccine once it 
becomes available to them.” 

MDHHS is following the 
Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention recommen- 
dations for prioritization of 
distribution and administra- 
tion of COVID-19 vaccines. 
CDC recommendations are 
based on input from the Ad- 
visory Committee on Immu- 


back toward the sun in the 
Northern Hemisphere. No- 
tably the shortest day (in 
terms of sunlight) of the 
year, the “glass half full” 
perspective is that every day 
thereafter will bring greater 
amounts of sunlight through 
mid-June.

Phases are as follows: 
Phase 1A includes paid 
and unpaid persons serving 

in health care settings who 
have direct or indirect expo- 
sure to patients or infectious 
materials and are unable to 
work from home, as well as 
residents of long-term care 
facilities. 

Phase 1B includes some 
workers in essential and 
critical industries, including 
workers with unique skill 
sets such as non-hospital or 
non-public health laborato- 
ries and mortuary services. 

Phase 1C includes people 
at high risk for severe 
COVID-19 illness due to un- 
derlying medical conditions, 
and people 65 years and 
older. 

Phase 2 is a mass vaccina- 
tion campaign for all adults.

MDHHS has provided ad- 
ditional prioritization guid- 
ance within these 
categories. It is important to 
note that vaccination in one 
phase may not be complete 
before vaccination in an- 
other phase begins. Vaccina- 
tion in these phases will 
likely overlap. The timing of 
the start of vaccination ina 
phase is dependent on guid- 
ance from CDC and ACIP, 
the supply of vaccine from 
the manufacturer, how vac- 
cine is allocated from the 
federal level to Michigan 
and the capacity to adminis- 
ter the vaccine to popula- 
tions. 

Vaccine distribution will 
roll out over a series of 
weeks, and current esti- 
mates are that by late Spring 
2021 enough vaccine will be 
available for everyone who is 
recommended to receive it. 
A variety of partners will be 
engaged in the distribution 
and administration process, 
including hospitals, pharma- 
cies, local health depart- 
ments, EMS providers and 
outpatient clinics. The 
Michigan National Guard is 
also supporting vaccination 
efforts in some settings. 

There will be no out-of- 
pocket costs to individuals 
for the vaccine, however, 
healthcare providers may 
bill insurance for adminis- 
trative costs. The COVID-19 
vaccine will require two 
doses, separated by three or 
four weeks depending on the 
manufacturer. Michiganders 
should receive both doses in 
order to have full protection 
from the virus. Individuals 
who receive the vaccine may 
experience mild side effects 
such as low-grade fever, sore 
arm and fatigue, which indi- 
cate that the vaccine is 
working. There is a robust 
state and national process

Health Department updates 
COVID-19 quarantine procedures 


On December 2, the CDC 
updated its procedure for 
quarantine. Individuals 
that are exposed to a posi- 
tive COVID19 case are 
asked to quarantine. Based 
on new research, and to 
help lessen the burden on 
our communities, quaran- 
tine periods may be short- 
ened from 14 days to 10 
days in specific situations. 
You can determine when 
an individual can return to 
work by the following guid- 
ance, which aligns with the 
Michigan Public Acts of 
2020, Act No. 238. While 
quarantine periods may 
end for other activities 
after 10 days if criteria are 
met, the above Michigan 
Public Acts of 2020, Act No. 
238 requires that all em- 
ployees continue to quaran- 
tine from employment for 
14 days. 

While the standard 14 
day quarantine period re- 
mains best practice, quar- 
antine can be reduced to 10 
days (except in the case of 
employment) if the follow- 
ing two conditions exist: 

-The individual does not 
develop any symptoms or 
clinical evidence of 
COVID&19 infection during 
daily symptom monitoring 
for the 10 days after the last 
exposure; 

and 

-Daily symptom monitor- 
ing continues through day 
14 after the last exposure

ployee who tests positive 
for COVIDR19 or displays 
the principal symptoms of 
COVID& 19 is asked to iso- 
late. There has been no 
change in isolation guid- 
ance. Individuals shall not 
resume normal activities or

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report to work until all of 
the following conditions 
are met: 

-If the individual has a 
fever, 24 hours have passed 
since the fever has stopped 
without the use of fever re- 
ducing medications. 

- Ten days have passed 
since either of the follow- 
ing, whichever is later: 

The date the individual’s 
symptoms first appeared. 

The date the individual 
received the test that 
yielded a positive result for 
COVIDRI19. 

The individual’s princi- 
pal symptoms of COVIDX19 
have improved. 

If they tested positive for 
COVIDRI19 but had no 
symptoms: 

-Can return to normal 
activities when it has been: 
-10 days since the date 
the positive test was per- 

formed 

- If symptoms develop 
after test date, then follow 
the guidance above for “If 
symptoms were present...” 

It is very important to re- 
member that the best way 
to reduce risk of further 
spread is to continue with a 
14Xday quarantine. Em- 
ployers shall not discharge, 
discipline, or otherwise re- 
taliate against an employee 
who complies with the 
above COVIDK19 exposure 
guidance, displays symp- 
toms of COVIDN 19 and 
does not report to work but 
later tests positive, opposes 
violations to the Public Act 
No. 238, or reports health 
violations related to 
COVIDR19. 

Employers must comply 
with guidance for return to 
work detailed in the Michi- 
gan Public Acts of 2020, Act 
No. 238. Visit

On December 14, Michigan 
convened its meeting of elec- 
tors in the Senate chamber of 
the Michigan Capitol Build- 
ing to cast all 16 electoral 
votes for President-elect Joe 
Biden and Vice President- 
elect Kamala Harris in the 
Electoral College. 

“Today, Michigan has spo- 
ken with one voice as the 16 
electors voted unanimously 
to finalize Michigan’s elec- 
tion results in the Electoral 
College,” Governor Whitmer 
said.

tives. 


Late antlerless firearm season now underway 


Michigan’s late antlerless 
firearm deer season in the 
Lower Peninsula started De- 
cember 14! The season is 
open on private lands only 
through Jan. 1 and hunters 
may take only antlerless deer 
(see exception below) — re- 
gardless of the type of license 
you are using. 

Valid licenses include: 

° A private land 
antlerless license valid for 
the deer management unit in 
which you are hunting. 

° A deer management 
assistance permit valid for 
that DMU. 

. A deer license or 
deer combo license (valid for 
antlerless deer only during 
the antlerless-only seasons). 

. A deer kill tag is- 
sued under the mentored 
youth license (valid for 
antlerless deer only during 
the antlerless-only seasons). 

An additional opportunity 
is available for deer hunters 
in Zone 3 (see page 11 of the 


Hunting Digest for hunting 
zone maps and descriptions) 
who want to hunt with a 
muzzleloader on public land 
during the late antlerless sea- 
son. If you’re hunting with a 
muzzleloader on public land 
in Zone 3 only, you may take 
any deer (antlerless or 
antlered) with a mentored 


youth hunting license, a deer 
license or a deer combo li- 
cense. Hunters hunting with 
a muzzleloader on public 
land in Zone 3 may also hunt 
with their public land antler- 
less deer license valid for the 
DMU in which they are hunt- 
ing, but an antlerless deer li- 
cense is valid for an 


antlerless deer only. 

Archery deer season also 
continues through Jan. 1 
statewide. 

DNR deer check stations 
are still available on a limited 
basis. Check station locations 
and hours of operation are 
available at 
Michigan.gov/DeerCheck. 
The DNR especially needs 
deer heads from Alcona, 
Alpena, Cheboygan, Craw- 
ford, Iosco, Montmorency, 
Ogemaw, Oscoda, Otsego, 
Presque Isle and Roscommon 
counties. If you hunt in these 
areas, please bring your deer 
to a DNR check station!

Meet the HUD National Ob- 
jective for Job Retention by 
retaining jobs that would oth- 
erwise be lost without assis- 
tance through employment 
verification;

In addition, applicants will 
be required to self-certify 
that they are following all 
state and local orders related 
to COVID-19, including, but 
not limited to, those issued by 
DHHS and county health de- 
partments.. 

These federal CARES Act 


dollars were distributed by 
the U.S. Department of Hous- 
ing and Urban Development 
to the Michigan Community 
Development Block Grant 
program.

for tracking vaccines and re- 
porting side effects. 

MDHHS stresses Michi- 
ganders should continue to 
wear masks, social distance 
from those not in their 
household and wash their 
hands often, even after re- 
ceiving the vaccine. 

Khaldun said it is impor- 
tant to note that while scien- 
tists worldwide are working 
to develop a COVID-19 vac- 
cine faster than any vaccine 
before, they are still follow- 
ing the proven process. Sci- 
entists had already begun 
research for coronavirus vac- 
cines during previous out- 
breaks caused by related 
coronaviruses such as SARS 
(Severe Acute Respiratory 
Syndrome) and MERS (Mid- 
dle East Respiratory Syn- 
drome). That earlier research 
provided a head start for 
rapid development of vac- 
cines to protect against infec- 
tion with COVID-19. 

“The process for approval 
of a COVID-19 vaccine is sci- 
entifically sound, and no 
steps have been skipped,” 
Khaldun said. “People should 
know what to expect when 
they get a vaccine- such as 
mild side effects like a sore 
arm or low-grade fever. They 
should also plan on making 
sure they get their second 
dose to make sure they get 
the full benefit of the vac- 
cine.”

The census was 
the vehicle used for bringing 
Joseph and Mary to that city 


was he born? Are there any 
clues in scripture? 

No one knows the day 
when Jesus was actually 
born, but there are indica- 
tions as to the time of year. 
We know from the account 
of Luke's gospel that the 
shepherds were watching 
their flocks at night. This 
means that the weather in 
Bethlehem was neither too 
cold nor too rainy. Many 
Bible scholars believe that 
this suggests late summer or 
early fall (though some sug- 
gest the spring). Another 
factor pointing toward au- 
tumn is the life cycle of the 
sheep. They typically had 
their young in the fall and 
that would be a reason for 
the shepherds to be out in 
the fields with them. 

Another clue as to time of 
year comes again from 
Luke's gospel and it is the 
reference to the Roman cen- 
sus. The census decreed by 
Caesar Augustus played a 
critical role in the unfolding 
of events that very first 
Christmas. 

The census was the reason 
that Joseph and his preg- 
nant wife Mary left Nazareth 


at just the right time. 

The census would almost 
certainly have been under- 
taken when the weather was 
conducive to traveling. 

Many in Israel were like 
Joseph and Mary and had to 
travel a long distance over 
mountainous roads to get to 
the city of their birth to reg- 
ister. The census almost cer- 
tainly would have occurred 
after the spring rains. So we 
see once again a likely time 
frame for the birth of Jesus 
to be summer or fall. 

Here are a few other little 
tidbits from the original 
Christmas story that have 
been accepted as fact 
through long centuries of 


tradition, but do not actually 


line up with the facts. 


* THE ANGELS DID NOT 
SING TO THE SHEPHERDS. 


Much as we love the old 
Christmas standard, “Hark, 
the Herald Angels Sing” and 
the romantic idea of the an- 
gels appearing in the night 
sky as a heavenly choir, the 


plain vanilla truth is that the 


angels who appeared didn't 
sing at all, but rather spoke 
their wonderful message to 


the shepherds. 

Note what it says in Luke 
2:13-14: “Suddenly a great 
company of the heavenly 
host appeared with the 
angel, praising God and say- 
ing, Glory to God in the 
highest, and on earth peace 
to men on whom his favor 
rests.” 


* THE INNKEEPER WAS NOT 
BEING RUDE TO JOSEPH 
AND MARY. 


Whenever we see the 
Christmas story portrayed, 
the innkeeper is usually 
painted as a black-hearted 
villain. The poor guy has 
been hammered for his in- 
sensitivity for 2,000 years 
but, in truth, we’ve probably 
been a bit too hard on the fel- 
low. 

Consider this: Bethlehem 
was teeming with people 
when Joseph and Mary ar- 
rived, many of them visitors 
just like them who had ar- 
rived to enroll in the Roman 
census. The inn of the First 
Century was not the kind of 
inn we envision in our 
minds. It did not offer indi- 
vidual rooms to lodgers with 
air conditioning and cable 
TV. In Bethlehem’s Holiday 
Inn, everyone stayed ina 
common area. It was 
crowded and it was smelly. It 
was not very sanitary and it 
was certainly not commodi- 
ous to a woman about to give 
birth. 

If there had been room at 
the inn for Joseph and Mary,

the Son of God would have 
been born in these less-than- 
desirable conditions. God the 
Father did not allow this to 
happen. Joseph and Mary 
were providentially directed 
to the stable, where accom- 
modations were much better. 
There was privacy for one 
thing. When Mary gave birth 
to Jesus, she was in the 
physical presence of only 
her husband. The intimacy 
of that timeless moment 
when God came into the 
world in human form was 
preserved. 


* THE MAGI DID NOT VISIT 
JOSEPH AND MARY AT THE 
STABLE THAT FIRST 
CHRISTMAS NIGHT. 


This is another shocker 
for a lot of folks. Whenever 
we see a Nativity scene, it al- 
most always includes the 
three Magi from the east, 
bearing their gifts of gold, 
frankincense and myrrh in 
the humble stable in the 
company of the shepherds 
and the animals. It's quaint 
and it's traditional -- but it 
isn't accurate. 

According to the gospel of 
Matthew, wise men (Magi) 
from the east came to wor- 
ship him who was born King 
of the Jews because they had 
“seen his star.” The wise 
men went first to the palace 
of Herod in Jerusalem, figur- 
ing that the young king 
would reside there. When 
they learned that Messiah 
would be born in Bethlehem, 
they made the brief journey 
there from Jerusalem. 

Note what it says in Matt. 
2:11: “And they came into 
the house and saw the young 
child with Mary his mother; 
and they fell down and wor- 
shiped him; and opening 
their treasures they offered 
unto him gifts, gold and 
frankincense and myrrh.” 
By the time the Magi arrived 
in Bethlehem, Joseph and 
Mary were living in a house 
and Jesus was no longer an 


infant. He was now a young 
child. 

Here's something else in- 
teresting to note: there is 
never any mention of the 
number of wise men, though 
there was definitely more 
than three. Traveling from 
the east with valuable gifts 
was a dangerous thing to do 
in ancient times. The wise 
men would no doubt have 
been part of a large caravan 
with their own hired ser- 
vants. 


* JESUS WAS NOT BORN IN 
THE DESIGNATED YEAR OF 
HIS BIRTH. 


Extra-biblical evidence 
points to Jesus actually 
being born in 4 B.C. or ear- 
lier. We know this because 
Herod, who was king of 
Judea at the time that Jesus 
was born, died in 4 B.C., not 
long after his infamous de- 
cree that the male children 
in Bethlehem two years and 
younger be put to death. 

This would seem to put 
the birth of Jesus in the 
summer or early fall of the 
year 4 B.C. or thereabouts. 

No matter when Jesus was 
born, or what day, or 
whether the angels sang or 
simply announced their 
message in the night sky 
above Bethlehem, it doesn't 
change the simple truth sur- 
rounding the birth of Jesus 
or the essential tenet of faith 
that it establishes for all 
Christians: Jesus, the Son of 
God, came into the world as 
had been promised. 

As the angel of the Lord so 
eloquently told the shep- 
herds: “I bring you good 
news of great joy that will be 
for all the people. Today in 
the town of David a Savior 
has been born to you; he is 
Christ the Lord.” 

After 2,000 years, this in- 
credible proclamation re- 
mains the foundation stone 
upon which the Christian 
faith is built. 


Businesses affected by COVID-19 Epidemic

Businesses that require 
social gatherings for cus- 
tomers and have experi- 
enced disrupted operations 
due to COVID-19 epidemic 
orders now have additional 
time to make their Decem- 
ber sales, use and withhold- 
ing tax monthly payment, 
according to the Michigan 
Department of Treasury. 

Effective immediately, 
most entertainment and 
recreational venues and 
restaurants that depend on 
indoor dining scheduled to 
make their monthly sales, 
use and withholding tax pay- 
ments on Dec. 20, 2020, can 
postpone filing and payment 
requirements until Jan. 20, 
2021. The state Treasury De- 
partment will waive all 
penalties and interest for 31 
days. 

“Allowing small busi- 
nesses affected by COVID 
mitigation protocols more 
time to pay their taxes will 
provide some crucial sup- 
port to business owners that 
are struggling right now,” 
said Governor Whitmer. 
“My administration will 
continue working around 
the clock to provide more 
support for our businesses 
as we head into the cold win- 
ter months and continue 
working to eradicate COVID- 
19 in Michigan. I also urge 
the Michigan Legislature to 


work with me to pass a $100 
million relief package for 
our small businesses and 
families that have been hit 
hard by this pandemic. Re- 
member, Michiganders: be 
smart, wear a mask, practice 
safe social distancing, and 
support your local small 
businesses this holiday sea- 
son.” 

Specific information 
about Treasury providing 
tax assistance to affected 
businesses due to COVID-19 
epidemic orders can be 
found in SUW Penalty and 
Interest Waiver Notice. 

“We understand the oper- 
ational challenges being 
faced by restaurants and en- 
tertainment venues,” State 
Treasurer Rachael Eubanks 
said. “Changing some tax 
deadlines will provide some 
help to businesses as they 
navigate their way through 
the COVID-19 pandemic.” 

The waiver is not avail- 
able for accelerated sales, 
use or withholding tax filers.

WHAT IS THE MLS? 


MLS stands for "Multiple Listing 
Service," which is usually a comput- 
erized listing of virtually all the 
homes that are for sale in a specific 
area. 

When a Realtor lists your property 
for sale, they pay a fee and your home 
is placed on the MLS system. The big 
advantage to sellers is that the MLS 
is the #1 resource used by buyers 
(and agents) to locate homes. 

Properties that are not listed (usu- 
ally those being sold by their owners) 
are not on the MLS-thus there are 


many buyers and Realtors who will 
not be exposed to the home. 

The MLS has become such a stan- 
dard in real estate that no serious 
broker would think of trying to sell 
real estate without it. It would be like 
an accountant trying to work without 
a calculator. 

About the only residential brokers 
who might not use the MLS are those 
who exclusively handle foreclosed 
properties, or high-end homes owned 
by celebrities and the like. 

The MLS provides a surprising 


amount of detail, depending upon the 
area of the country it may include 
the location (by zip code); size of the 
home (square footage); size of the lot; 
number of bedrooms and bathrooms; 
extra rooms such as a den, family 
room, formal dining room, or en- 
closed patio; amenities such as a 
backyard, fireplace, hot tub, pool, 
kitchen features, new carpet and 
drapes; capacity of garage; age of 
home; and. of course, the selling 
price and terms. 

Buyers can narrow their house- 
hunting searches dramatically by 
using the MLS. For instance, their 
real estate professional can do a com- 
puter search and ask for a listing of 
all homes within a certain location 
and price range that have two or 
three bedrooms and that are not 
more than ten years old. Not only 
will this request generate a brief list 
of viable possibilities, it also helps 
buyers gauge, roughly, what they can 
expect to get for their money, and to 
compare the value of the homes 
listed. 

Thus, the MLS is more than a sys- 
tem that lists properties. It's an aid to 
both buyers and sellers, and is a defi- 
nite asset to consumers when it 
comes to real estate.
